City Council votes down DDA by 3-2 margin 


a Two motions | to establish DDA fail at Monday night meeting

Two separate motions to adopt a 
resolution of establishment for the 
Downtown Development Authority 
in Grayling failed on Monday, July 
26, both by a 3-2 vote. 

The city council discussed the 
issue at length with citizens and 
business owners on Monday night, 
and had DDA consultant Dan Elliott 
present for the meeting. 

Elliott went over the DDA bound- 
ary map with the council and meet- 
ing participants, stating that the pro- 
posed area should probably be 


reduced, since it contiins too much - 


residential property. 

A citizens advisory council would 
have to be formed if the bounds 
were to be adopted as presented. 
said Elliott, which would result in 
major delays to projects due to the 
citizens council’s time for delibera- 
tion, sometimes several months. 
Also, Elliott said, the proposed dis- 
trict may face a “possible legal chal- 
lenge” if adopted, since by law 
DDAs are intended to help “com- 
mercial” areas. 

Mayor Ralph Stevens was con- 
cemed with the financial issues sur-

County Board supported DDA 


Mm Economic growth favored by board in resolution last week

Recognizing the potential asset a 
Grayling Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) would create for 
the city, as well as the county, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners agreed to be part of 
the new endeavor, much to the 
delight of about 15 DDA propo- 
nents in attendance at the Board’s 
July 21 regular meeting. 

Before the decision to support 
was made, a final plea for support 
was given by Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce President 
Monte Burmeister. Grayling 
Uptown District Association 
(GUDA) member Bill Gannon also 
shared his recent revelation that the 
Forest Dunes development in South 
Branch Township presents the ideal 
opportunity and assurance for a 
county tax base increase and hoped 
it would reduce any fears the Board 
may have with the proposed DDA. 

In a resolution presented to the 


Board by Vice Chair Beth Wieland 
at the meeting, reasons were stated 
in favor of support of a DDA. 

The resolution stated the City of 
Grayling had followed the correct 
procedure, includfng a public hear- 
ing outlining the boundaries of the 
proposed downtown district, and the 
County Board’s understanding that 
the purpose of a DDA is to correct 
and prevent deterioration in the 
business district, in addition to pro- 
moting economic growth. 

Wieland stated in the resolution 
the Board’s understanding of the 
DDA’s plan for projects that are 
expected to increase assessed valua- 
tion in the district “above amounts 
which would otherwise be expect- 
ed,” and the Tax Increment 
Financing Plan making financing 
possible for all or part of DDA pro- 
jects. 

The Vice Chair spoke for the 
entire Board in the resolution when 
she said the County recognizes the 
financial hardship experienced in 
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the past few years, leading to 
reduced County services and the 
fact that Grayling Recreational 
Authority and the Crawford County 
Transportation Authority have 
requested their millage be exempt 
from capture. 

However, Wieland said, the 
Board feels that the creation and 
support of the DDA will enhance 
the community and raise the value 
of the entire county through eco- 
nomic growth which will increase 
revenues in the future. 

The resolution was passed by a 5 
- 0 vote, with Commissioner 
Shelley Pinkelman absent due to ill- 
ness. Pinkelman stated the next day 
she would have voted in favor of 
supporting the proposed DDA had 
she been able to attend the meeting. 

All was for naught late Monday 
evening when the Grayling City 
Council voted down the proposed 
DDA at their regular meeting, by a 3 
- 2 vote. DJ. Brown and Marilyn 
Palmer voting in favor of the DDA. 


by the DDA if it was adopted. 
Without the yearly increase, he said, 
the city would eventually have to 
either cut services or increase taxes. 
“We'd have to make that money up 
somewhere,” Stevens said. 

Elliott agreed that the DDA would 
probably not bring in much money 
the first few years, and what did 
come in would be mostly consumed 
by auditing, “(but) that doesn’t 
mean you don’t do one.” 

Mayor Pro-Tem DJ. Brown 
moved to adopt the resolution of 
establishment for the DDA with a 
revised version of the original 
boundaries, which removed a signif- 
icant amount of residential area. 
Palmer seconded the motion, but 
Brown and Palmer were the only 
two council members to vote “yes.” 
The motion was defeated 3-2. 

Later in the meeting, Palmer 
moved to adopt the DDA with the 
original map. Brown seconded, but 
that motion also failed 3-2. 

Mayor Stevens moved to adopt a 
“Community Improvement 
Authority” (CIA), an alternative to 
the DDA that he had brought up at 
the July [2 council meeting. 

According to Stevens, a CIA 
would be funded as a budgeted item 
by the city, and would consist of a 
nine-person board. The board mem- 
bers would be appointed by City 
Manager Jerry Morford and con- 
firmed by the city council, said 
Stevens. 

Councilman Robert Golnick pro- 
vided a second to Stevens’ motion, 
but council members Brown and 
Palmer said they would like to see a 
resolution in writing before consid- 
ering a vote on the issue. 

Stevens withdrew his motion, and 
said he would have the city attorney 
dratt documentation for the propos- 
al.

win 52nd marathon

Three-time defending AuSable 
Marathon champs Serge Corbin. 
42, of St. Boniface de Shawinigan, 
Quebec, and Jeff Kolka, 40, of 
Grayling, paddled their way to an 
unprecedented fourth consecutive 
victory Sunday, July 25 at North 
America’s richest, toughest non- 
stop canoe race: the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 

The race started with a bang at 9 
p.m. Saturday night in Grayling. At 
the sound of the starter’s pistol, 57 
two-person teams ran 1/4 mile 
through the streets of Grayling to 
the AuSable River for the start of 
this 120 mile, 14 to 19 hour non- 
stop race. 

Thousands of fans lining the 
streets and the riverbank at Ray’s 
Canoe Livery gave the teams a 
rousing send-off on this epic con- 
test through the night and over 
50,000 paddle strokes to the finish 
line in Oscoda, on the shores of 
Lake Huron. 

Kolka and Corbin were edged 
out in the run to the river by the 


team identified as having the best 
Opportunity to upset the champs’ 


“bid for a fourth consecutive win: 


‘Bill Torongo, 37, of Grayling, and 
Yatrick Lynch, 35, of Shawinigan- 
Sud, Quebec. Torongo/Lynch set a 
torrid pace early in the race, but the 
defending champs kept pace. As 
Kolka and Corbin continued to 
press the leaders, Lynch began to 
suffer the effects of an intestinal 
disorder. Kolka/Corbin steadily 
pulled away, opening a lead that 
they would not relinquish. 

The champs paddied just off a 
record pace for much of the race 
and crossed the finish line in 
14:08:18 (14 hours, eight minutes, 
eighteen seconds) to claim their 
fourth consecutive Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
victory and the $5,000 first place 
prize. Their cash award swelled as 
the pair also claimed a number of 
bonuses throughout the race.

Frederic zoning works on Manistee District proposal 


@ Board hopes plan will help 
protect river, maintain local 
zoning control

For over a year, the Frederic Township Zoning 
Board has been working on a proposal to desig- 
nate the “riparian (waterfront) corridor of the 
renowned Manistee River system as a separate 
zoning district,” which the board hopes will aid i in 
protecting the river. 

“This is a world class resource,” said Zoning 
Board Chairman Joe Kutkuhn of the Manistee. 
“There aren’t many river systems like this. It’s 
our collective responsibility to protect that 
resource.” 

The pian also seeks to keep control of the pro- 
posed area’s growth in the hands of local govern- 
ment (rather than state-controlled), in addition to 
“preserving the rights as well as the privileges of 
owning associated riparian property.” 

The Frederic Manistee River District (FMRD) 
would encompass the 400 feet of property on 
both sides of the Manistee, and would have spe- 
cific zoning regulations for future construction 
within that belt of land. 


On Friday, July 23, the Frederic Township 
Zoning Board held a public hearing to discuss the 
proposal with property owners and interested par- 
ties. The board has held a few such meetings 
throughout the several months it has worked on 
the plan. 

Public comments revealed strong support for 
the “concept” of such a plan. but there were 
issues regarding some of tl specifics. 

Many questions center’ around the concern 
that the district would hinder additions or renova- 
tion of existing “non-conforming” structures. 

The board explained that the FMRD would 
only affect new structures: existing buildings 
would not have to be moved, and additions or 
reconstructions to such “grandfathered” struc- 
tures would be permitted. 

Citizens also expressed concern over the place- 
ment of mobile homes. trailers or fifth wheel RVs 
on property within the district. 

Some of those that spoke at the meeting wished 
to have a square footage requirement higher than 
the proposed 576 sq/ft, and others felt that keep- 
ing the square footage low would be helpful, 
especially to those who plan to build gradually by 
building additions periodically or those who just 
want a summer cabin on the river. 

Board member Ken Bindschatel explained that 


the reasoning behind the figure of 576 (24 by 24 
was so people could start out small and add o 
later. since the cost of the riverfront property j 
very expensive and many families cannot afforc 
to build a big home right away. “With this, you 
can start small and work your way up,” he said. 

The 576 sq/ft requirement is consistent with 
Frederic Township’s regular specifications. 

The square footage issue is unlikely to reach an 
end that will satisfy everyone, due to the varying 
goals of property owners in the Manistee River 
area. As one citizen said. “One person wants it as 
a dream home, and the other as a summer cabin. 
It’s going to be pretty hard to meet us halfway 
here.” 

Many of the meeting participants, some of 
whom were part-time Frederic Township resi- 
dents, said they would like the board to have 
another public hearing before it takes the propos- 
al to the Frederic Township Board for a vote. 

(The Frederic Township Board will make the 
final decision on the proposal once the zoning 
board is satisfied with the plan and recommends 
it to the township board.) 

Chairman Kutkuhn encouraged people wishing 
to submit further feedback to do so in writing, and 
said the board would consider the information as 
it continues to refine the FMRD proposal. 


Housing Board appoints Wakeley as Director/Inspector

After advertising in several area 
newspapers for a new Housing 
Director, the Crawford County 
Housing Commission Board has 
decided to combine the positions of 
Director and Inspector, opening the 
door for fledgling inspector Cy 
Wakeley to take the reins of the fal- 
tering agency. 

At a recent Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners meeting, 
Chair Lynnette Corlew said, “The 
(Housing) Board will always have 
the right to hire who they want as a 
Director and staff. The County 
Board has no jurisdiction over them. 
But, with (County) Board action, we 
can say how much someone gets 
paid.” 

Wakeley indicated in an interview 
on July 23, the Housing Board had 
not discussed how much he would 
be paid for the new position at the 
time the decision was made to com- 
bine the two jobs at a special meet- 
ing held July. 22. County Controller 
Paul Compo was also in attendance 
at the meeting last week. 2 

“I don’t feel the Board has created 
a new position.” Wakeley said. “I 
think they are just trying to find 
ways to cut administrative costs 
with the combination.” 

However, the Housing Board is 
now advertising for a part-time sec- 
retary to help Wakeley in his quest 
to clean up the Commission and 
“get the ball rolling in the right 
direction,” as he put it. No wage 
amount for the secretarial position is 
indicated in the ad running in The 
Avalanche, therefore any savings 
remain unknown. 

For those who applied for the 
position of Housing Director, the 
question may remain to the Board - 
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why the change in plans? “There 
was a sense of urgency, at that meet- 
ing, to create some continuity,” said 
Wakeley. “And, everyone knows 
that the wheels in government can 
turn slow. Can we afford to stand 
still any longer?” The new 
Director/Inspector said he was real- 
ly concerned about the length of 
time it might take to review applica- 
tions, set interview appointments, 
discuss the applicants, then make 
the decision of who to hire. 

With a surname like his, Wakeley 


said he is concerned that some citi- ° 
zens will think he is part of the 
“good old boy” system. “I’m not a 
good old boy, I’m a home boy,” he 
said. “I grew up here and know that 
the Housing Commission was once 
a real entity in this county, but not 
anymore. Id like to see this agency 
turn around to what it used to be. It 
really helped a lot of people 
improve their quality of life.” 
There’s good news as Wakeley 
starts his administration. An exten- 
sion was granted to the Commission 


by USDA Rural Development for 
the Housing Preservation Grant. 
now good until December 31. Five 
projects are now ready to proceed 
because of the extension. 

“With the extension, I feel we are 
already successful,” said Wakeley. 
“I’m confident that this agency will 
be back on its feet and generating 
funds within months. The programs 
are not that complicated, but I will 
need some office help.”

Transfer station in compliance

Grayling Township recently 
received word from the Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
that the Township’s Transfer Station 
is in compliance with Michigan 

Law. 

The Grayling Township Transfer 
Station is located on North Down 
River Road. Grayling Township 
residents may use the facilities to 
dispose of household refuse, partici- 
pate in an award-winning recycling 
program, and dispose of large 
household items by appointment and 
a small fee. Township residents pay 


$30 annually to use the facilities. 

The station is currently the only 
official recycling center in the coun- 
ty. The recycling program was 
recently made available to other 
county residents for a fee of $10 
annually. 

DEQ staff evaluated the station on 
April 13. A letter to Township

Other Republicans had other 
ideas. Conservative state Sen. Jack 
Welborn of Kalamazoo decided to 
run. So did Brooks Patterson, 
Oakland county prosecutor (now 
Oakland county administrator). 

And so did insurance executive 
Dick Headlee, who gained 
statewide recognition with his tax- 
limiting Headlee Amendment. 

At campaign outset, Jim Brickley 
was favored, but Dick Headlee 
upset the pian, beating the Brickley 
team by 25,000 votes in the prima- 
ry. Mr. Patterson ran a respectable 
third, 15,000 more votes behind, 
and Mr. Welbom was lost in the 
dust. 

Democrats, meanwhile, found a 
lot of candidates wanted a crack at 
the first race for governor in 20 
years without a Republican incum- 
bent. 

U.S. Rep. James Blanchard 
swamped a field that included for- 
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mer candidates Zolton Ferency and 
Bill Fitzgerald, State Sens. Kerry 
Kammer, Ed Pierce and David 
Plawecki, and outsider John Safran. 

In the general election, Mr. 
Blanchard breezed past Mr. Headlee 
by almost 200,000 votes, and began 
his own mini-dynasty, ended by an 
underdog state senator, John Engler, 
in 1990. 

So Jim Brickley’s hopes for the 
governor’s office were lost in the 
electoral flurry of 1982, probably as 
much as anything a victim of identi- 
ty with the outgoing incumbent 
Gov. Milliken and the resultant 
theme of “time for a change” -- any 
change. 

Days before he left office, a 
grateful Gov. Milliken appointed 
his trusted lieutenant to a Supreme 
Court vacancy in December 1982.

play the “what if” game. 


What if Jim Brickley had won 
that 1982 primary for governor like 
he was supposed to ... would Jim 
Blanchard have become governor? 

And if there had been no Gov. 
Blanchard in 1982, would there 
have been a Gov.

Review of history always can be 
helpful, and a couple of turn-of-the- 
century political hopefuls might 
heed what happened to Jim 
Brickley in 1982.

Oakland County were closed. 
According to EPA figures, last year 
beaches were closed or advisories 
were issued 228 times in Michigan, 
despite the fact that only 12 of the 
41 counties that border on the Great 
Lakes’ regularly monitor their 
beaches. Also, there are no consis- 
tent standards for contaminant lev- 
els nor is there a single source for 
information on beach conditions 
throughout the state. 

On Earth Day in April, legislation 
passed in the U.S. House that would 
set national standards for beach 
water quality, provide funding for 
states to monitor beaches and 
require notification when the water 
is unsafe. The legislation is co- 
sponsored by Michigan

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Public Swearing 


Standish. Michigan made the national 
news a few weeks ago when a 25-year- 
old Detroit computer programmer was 
found guilty of breaking a state law 
against swearing in public in front of 
children. The relevance of the issue was 
well stated by the prosecutor. Richard 
Volibach. who argued that while such 
language may be acceptable in New 
York or Los Angeles, the jury should 
decide whether they wanted that lan- 
guage in their small town, which is 
about 120 miles (190 km) north of 
Detroit. “If repeatedly screaming the “f- 
word’ at least 25 times in front of your 
children isn’t indecent or vulgar. what 
is.” Vollbach said. 

The Bible says. (Ephesians 5:12) “For 
it is a shame even to speak of those 
things which are done of them in 
secret.” Yet today, in the name of the 
first amendment. sexual filth is publicly 
bellowed without shame or remorse. In 
fact, the above “cussing canoeist” and 
his party claimed innocence as a first 
amendment right. and were defended by 
an A.C.L.U. lawyer. 

Where are the women’s rights defend- 
ers? Most of the sexual swearing in 
question publicly slanders women’s sex- 
ual bedroom practice. A woman giving 
birth following illicit sex is branded a 
female dog. Sexual incest between a 


woman and her son was the slang term 
repeated by the “cussing canoeist™ Isn't 
this publicly degrading to women? It 
certainly does nothing to magnify moth- 
erhood. 

Not only does most swearing dishon- 
or motherhood, but it dishonors God. 
The third commandment forbids swear- 
ing or cursing in God's name (Exodus 
20:7) “Thou shalt not take the name of 
the LORD thy God in vain: for the 
LORD will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain.” Using God's 
name in vain was a capital offense for 
the Jews in the Old Testament. 
(Leviticus 24:11-16). Swearing is nor- 
mally associated with those guilty of 
other evils as well. (Hosea 4:2) “By 
swearing, and lying. and killing. and 
stealing, and committing adultery, they 
break out, and blood toucheth blood.” 
Swearing is a public manifestation of 
both increased criminality and incivility 
in our national character. 

God also holds the innocent hearer 
responsible to help stop such public 
degradation. (Leviticus 5:1) “And if a 
soul sin, and hear the voice of swearing, 
and is a witness, whether he hath seen or 
known of it: if he do not utter it. then he 
shall bear his iniquity.” (Proverbs 29:24) 
“Whoso is partner with a thief hateth his 
own soul: he heareth cursing. and

After spending eight years as the 
manager of a Blockbuster video 
store in Coral Springs, Florida, Greg 
Stancil has come home to Grayling 
to take ownership of the historic 
Rialto Theatre along with brother, 
Geoffrey Bichler. 

The 36-year old Stancil said he 
grew up working in the theatre pre- 
viously owned by his uncle and 
aunt, George and Marilyn Stancil. 
“They have done an exemplary job 
of keeping the theatre in its original 
design,” the younger Stancil said. 
Except for the marquis installed in 
1940, a new screen in 1998, paint, 
and some new seating, the theatre 
remains the same as it did on July 
22, 1930 when it reopened after a 
fire destroyed the original structure 
in April of that same year. 

The Rialto has been “in the fami- 
ly” for over 80 years and is one of 
the oldest, continuously family- 
operated theatres remaining in the 
United States. Only a handful 
remain untouched by large corporate 
takeovers. 

Originally known as the Grayling 
Opera House, the theatre was found- 
ed in 1911 by George N. Olson, 
George Stancil’s grandfather. Olson 
was manager of the facility that fea- 
tured live shows and a few silent 
movies. In May 1915, Olson pur- 
chased the business and operated the 
theatre through the 1920s showing 
silent films, accompanied on the 
piano by his wife, until sound or 
“talkies” were introduced in 1929. 

The fire that destroyed the origi- 
nal structure (also housing the 
Masonic Temple) took place during 
a full house performance. Olson 
was the only one injured, suffering 
burns when he tried to reach the pro-

jectionist who had already escaped 
through a window. A little more 
than four months later, the Rialto 
reopened. 

In the early 1930s, Olson and his 
brother, Waldemar, founded Olson 
Theatres, a chain that included the 
Rialto as well as theatres in 
Houghton Lake, Gaylord, West 
Branch and others throughout north- 
ern and central Michigan. 

In the mid-1950s, Olson’s daugh- 
ter, Georgiana, and her husband, 
Thomas Stancil, took over owner- 
ship and management of the Rialto 
unti! 1982 when it was purchased by 
their son George and his wife, 
Marilyn. 

“I have worked in the theatre 
since I was a child in the mid-50s 
until now,” said George. “The 
Rialto is a community resource and 
a long tradition in our family.” 

“People come from all over and 
are amazed at the frescoes and want 
to touch them,” Marilyn said. The 
relief art has adorned the lobby and 
other areas of the theatre for nearly 
70 years. 

With a change in ownership 
comes plans for improvements. 
Greg said there are plans to upgrade 
the sound system, computerize the 
concession stand and box office, put 
on a new coat of paint and do some 
“re-furbishing.” There is also talk of 
expanding to include another screen. 

Although George has dedicated 
many hours to the Rialto, he 
describes his involvement as part- 
time because of his full-time posi- 
tion at Cornell Insurance Agency. 
“Greg will be here full-time and the 
community will benefit because of 
it.” 

“Even though we hope to make 
improvements, we still want to pro- 
vide affordable entertainment for the

Sikkema always has enough vol- 
unteers at a clinic so that the ratio of 
volunteers to participants is about 
one to two. Jodi Erickson, an Orvis 
trained Instructor who has taught 
these retreats for four years, con- 
ducted the sessions that dealt with 
fishing. Orvis loans, rods, reels, and 
waders to the participants for the 
retreat. 

Jane Rolf, helping for the second 
time and Terry Gremmel, a new- 
comer, both clinical nurse special- 
ists at Munson Medical, helped pro- 
vide medical assistance and emo- 
tional stability for the participants. 
Gremmel, a fly-fisher also provided 
help on the stream. 

Judy McGann, a second time vol- 
unteer, owns a fly-fishing business 
in Frankenmuth. She met Sikkema 
at a flyfishing convention where 
Sikkema had set up a booth to help 
promote this program. 

Rusty Gates, owner of Gates 
AuSable Lodge, where the retreat 
took place, recommended Carol 
Robb of Lansing and Judy Walle of 
Toledo, Ohio as two excellent fly- 
fishers who are very familiar with 
the AuSable, as is Sikkema. Both 
Robb and Walle are first time volun- 
teers and were very impressed with 
the program. 

Robb said she would definitely 
volunteer to help again. Walle 
hopes to set up this program in the 
Toledo area. 

The 13 women, who signed up for 
the retreat at Gates, spent Saturday 
learning the basics of fly-fishing - 
how to put the rod together and 
attach the reel, tying basic knots, the 
differences between dry flies (they 
float) and wet flies (they don’t) and 
how to wade. 

Saturday evening the women met 
around the campfire to discuss, with 
the clinical staff, anything that was 
on their minds. They also made

tying; 


“prayer” flags containing any mes- 
sage that they would like to have 
float freely in the wind. When they 
got up Sunday morning, they found 
their flags, and those of participants 
of earlier years, blowing in the 
morning breezes. 

Sunday morning, with instruc- 
tions by Erickson and demonstra- 
tions by Walle, the participants 
leamed how to present their dry fly 
to the fish, whether upstream or 
downstream. They then waded into 
the AuSable and began their chase 
of the elusive trout. 

In the early afternoon, they 
repeated the exercise, but this time 
they were using wet flies. In the 
later part of the afternoon, they gath- 
ered together for a graduation cere- 
mony. 

The women, who were sthangers 
on Friday, had formed some very 
close friendships by Sunday after- 
noon. They had a stress free week- 
end and learned a new skill. 
Sikkema said that based on previous 
retreats she has organized, 20 - 25 
percent of the women will continue 
to fly-fish and join organizations 
such as Trout Unlimited or the Fly 
Fishing Federation. 

All of these women have had rel- 
atively recent battles with cancer 
involving either a lumpectomy or 
mastectomy. One of these women 
has even endured a second bout with 
breast cancer. They came from all 
over lower Michigan - Royal Oak, 
Grand Rapids, Roscommon, 
Traverse City, to name just a few 
cities. 

The fee for participating in the 
retreat is $50. Anyone interested in

dry skin, dry mucous membranes, 
poor skin turgor, thirst, and changes 
in mental status, confusion. 

“Some older adults cannot tell you 
that they are thirsty, because they are 
cognitively unable to communicate. 
Caregivers must pay close attention 
to their needs in hot weather,” she 
said. 

If individuals are experiencing any 
of these dehydration symptoms, or if 


medications or problems with the 
heat, Douglass said they should 
immediately contact their physician 
or health care provider.

AuSable River group 
offers white cedars 


The AuSable River System 
Property Owners Association 
(ARSPOA) is offering low-priced 
white cedar trees again this year to 
help revitalize the cedar population 
along the AuSable. 

According to ARSPOA, the 
Michigan white cedars along the 
river's banks provide needed shade 
to maintain the cold water fishery of 
the AuSable River, and the presence 
of the cedar sweepers at the water 
line provides protection for the fish, 
increases the amount of large 
woody debris in the water, as well 
as the preservation of the riverbank. 

However, there is virtually no nat- 
ural regeneration of Michigan white 
cedar along the AuSable River 
System due to the tremendous deer 
populations, said ARSPOA. Many 
property owners have long recog- 
nized the complete absence of any 
young cedars in our area, and they 
have attempted to plant replacement 
cedar seedlings only to have the 
deer and hares eat them again. 

Recognizing that this problem 
exists and a solution needs to be 
found, volunteer members of 
ARSPOA will pre-package 
Michigan white cedar seedlings into 
a “planting kit.” 

Included in this planting kit will 


be: 10 Michigan white cedar 
seedlings, protective fencing mater- 
ial, wooden stakes, and complete 
planting instructions. Each partici- 
pating property owner will plant, 
protect, and care for the trees on his 
own property. 

This is the third year for this river 
enhancement project. The sign-up 
period for this year’s project is now. 

River property owners may pur- 
chase the "Cedar Tree Kits" at a 
price of $15 per kit. This is on a first 
come - first serve basis. 

Your check, payable to AuSable 
River System Property Owners 
Association, may be sent to: 
ARSPOA, P.O. Box 15, Grayling, 
MI 49738. Detailed information 
about the mid-September planting 
will be sent directly to you.

The actual cost for all the materi- 
al in the Cedar Tree Planting Kit is 
substantially more than the asking 
price. The purchase price is being 
subsidized by several sponsors. 

With the planting of cedar 
seedlings, we will better ensure the 
preservation of the cedar sweepers 
that have long symbolized the upper 
AuSable, said ARSPOA.

U.A.W. filed suit July 21 against 
Judge Francis L. Walsh, District
